Bomb, 4 Times Larger Than One 
Hitting Hiroshima, Is Exploded 
MERCURY, Nev. (AP) — A 
of radiation at ground zero im- 
powerful atomic bomb, a pro­ 
totype of a nuclear explosive 
that some day may free natural 
gas from deep rock formations, 
was test fired here 1,735 feet 
beneath the desert today.

mediately after the shot.

Cong Peace Plan Rejected 
By U.S. For The Present

PARIS (AP) - The United 
States said today the Viet Cong 
proposal for a U.S. troop with­ 
drawal by the end of the year 
in exchange for the release of 
war prisoners is unacceptable 
in its present form. 
In their prepared speeches at 
the Paris peace talks, the Com­ 
munist delegates made no di­ 
rect reply to the U.S. stand. 
But the North Vietnamese said 
the plan offers an opportunity 
to the United States to get out 
of Vietnam with safety and 
honor. 
The Viet Cong reiterated its 
position that the sooner U.S. 
forces withdraw, the sooner the 
prisoners of war can return to 
their families. 
Ambassador 
David 
K.E. 
Bruce commented that the Viet 
Cong plan presented last Thurs­ 
day has “some new elements” 
that the United States and 
South Vietnam want to explore 
with the Communists.

“refused to give a serious re­ 
sponse” to the Viet Cong peace 
plan. He said the American 
delegate was trying to deceive 
public opinion and block prog­ 
ress at the conference by refus­ 
ing to set a date for withdrawal 
of U.S. forces.

Dang Lam said a week-long 
analysis of the peace package 
did not show changes in the 
basic Communist demands. But 
Bruce said that if the proposals 
mean Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
are ready for serious negotia­ 
tions, this is welcome. 
Bruce said the demands for 
withdrawal of all U.S. and oth­ 
er non-Vietnamese forces by 
the end of the year “are so 
sweeping and categorical in na­ 
ture that we cannot possibly ac­ 
cept your arbitrary determina­ 
tion that they must be agreed 
to by us without any discussion 
or negotiation upon them.” 
Bruce said the Communist

One of Indiana’s more dubious distinc­ 
tions is having given birth to the single 
largest one-man counterfeiting opera­ 
tion in American history. 
The case was revived the other day 
when Kenneth B. Hale turned in his gun 
and triangular badge, cleaned out his 
desk drawers in the Indianapolis Federal 
Building, and retired after 30 years as a 
Secret Service agent, 
He was head man for the service in In­ 
diana for the last 12 years. 
The 51-year-old Hale, who is staying in 
Indiana “where my friends are” al­ 
though he’s a Caledonia, Mich., native, 
hauled out the file of the famous coun­ 
terfeiting case. 
The funny-money producer was named 
Ralph J. Brunet, 45 at the time he ran 
afoul of Hale and his agents. 
“He was a robber of Catholic poor box­ 
es by profession,” Hale said, “and he 
came here from Louisiana. He had been 
caught a few times but only a small 
amount of money was involved in each 
case and he got off with light sentences.” 
But it was time consuming work, pro­ 
ducing little in the way of fame, fortune 
or self esteem. Brunet had a better idea, 
he thought. 
The poor box pilferer attended a fam­ 
ous engravers’ school for one week. Then 
he bought offset printing equipment and 
supplies on the payment plan from In­ 
dianapolis suppliers. He rented a small 
room at a shopping center on the out­ 
skirts of Frankfort. Why he picked 
Frankfort was never explained. 
Anyway, Brunet went to work and 
photographed and printed SI,712,600 
worth of bogus $10 and $20 bills. Why he 
fixed on that sum wasn’t explained, 
either. 
Then he called up the Indianapolis 
firms he owed for the equipment, told 
them he had gone broke and asked them 
to come for the stuff because he couldn’t 
pay for it. 
Meanwhile, one of the printing supply 
salesmen had noticed that Brunet didn't 
know any of the technical terms in the 
business and informed Hale that there 
was something fishy about the man. 
Secret Service agents found out that 
Brunet wasn’t trying to start a printing 
business but was turning out something 
behind locked doors and drawn blinds. A 
couple of them went along with the 
truck when the equipment was reposses- 
S PC 1 
That was July 30, 1963. The agents 
identified themselves to Brunet, al­ 
though he had nothing illicit in the idle 
shop, and he folded. 
He took them to his car, unlocked the 
trunk, and gave them the results of his 
labors 
The agents, the DA and the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court gave him 10 years in prison 
in exchange for the worthless paper. He 
hadn’t passed a single bill. 
“There have been larger sums of coun­ 
terfeit money printed by gangs,” Hale 
said, “but none that large by one man. 
He didn’t intend to peddle it to distribu­ 
tors. He planned to spend it, a bill or two 
at a time, all by himself.” 
Hale said the tens and twenties were 
"pretty good.” 
Brunet might have bought a lot of 
drinks for the house before anybody sus­ 
pected his money was privately produc­ 
ed. 
Hale, who used to be one of President 
Truman’s guards when presidents didn’t 
travel much, carries away a lot of infor­ 
mation counterfeiters would love to have. 
“Some people think if the green ink on 
a bill will smudge, it’s genuine,” Hale 
said. “As a matter of fact, there are coun­ 
terfeits on which it smudges very well. 
“Counterfeiters don’t agree on what 
kind of paper — in easy supply — makes 
the best bogus money,” Hale said. “I 
could tell them, but I won’t. It’s too easy 
to get.”

The ministry of the Holy Spirit is to, 
in and through, the church.

No one can lie to God successfully. He 
knows the thoughts and intents of the 
heart.

Our loving relationship with the Holy

40 U.S. Copters

Of course corn is delicious 
served as is. But once in a while 
it’s worth using it in a “ made” 
dish. We’ve done just that in the 
following recipe which we call 
Corn Gumbo. “ Gumbo,” accord­ 
ing to Webster, is another name 
for okra. 
FRESH CORN GUMBO 
1 medium onion 
2 medium green peppers 
5 large or 6 medium ears 
fresh corn 
1 package (10 ounces) frozen 
whole okra, slightly defrosted 
1 small clove garlic 
1 beef bouillon cube

butter (Vi cup)

Peel onion; quarter; cut into 
thin vertical strips.

Q.—Our living room has wall- 
board. the kind with a plasterv 
substance inside a paper coat­ 
ing.

textile specialist at Purdue Uni­ 
versity, 
According to preliminary fi­ 
gures, consumers spent an av­ 
erage of $225 per person on 
clothing and shoes in 1970. This 
figure represents 
an all-time 
high in per capita clothing ex­ 
penditures. However, the ex­ 
penditures in dollars of con­ 
stant buying power have chang­ 
ed 
very 
little 
and 
actual 
amounts of merchandise acquir­ 
ed by consumers remain much 
the same as in previous years. 
Therefore, the increase in cloth­ 
ing expenditures is attributed 
primarily to rising prices rath­ 
er than an increase in clothing 
purchases. 
Although the end of inflation 
is not in sight at this time, 
there are indications that it is 
tapering off in apparel. The 
rate of advance in the apparel 
index declined in 1970 for the 
first time since 1964. 
The obaerved decline in the 
rate of advance in the apparel 
index Indicates that the latter 
is rising less than the all-items 
Index. Although continued infla­ 
tion in apparel prices is expect­ 
ed in 1971, the rate of increase 
in prices is expected to be low­ 
er than 
the 
rates 
observed 
prior to and possibly during 
1970. 
Higher per capita expenditur­ 
es will be expected if incomes 
continue to rise. According to 
the report presented at the Na­ 
tional Agricultural Outlook Con­ 
ference, however, there is no 
reason to expect any major 
changes in expenditure levels in 
term* of dollars of constant val­ 
úa. 
With continued increases in 
the price of apparel, despite the 
reduced rate of increase, con­ 
sumers may need to consider 
ways to stretch the clothing 
dollar. This may be especially 
true If Increases in family in­ 
come do not keep pace with 
inflation and clothing expendi­ 
tures in term s of dollars of 


constant value must be reduced. 
Home sewing ljas proved to 
be one way that skilled seam­ 
stresses are able to acquire ade­ 
quate wardrobes at minimum 
cost.

NEW YORK <AP) — Wonder 
where the money went? You 
shouldn’t. While every family 
has a favorite way to spend, 
lose or waste its income, three 
disposal methods are common 
to all: inflation, rising living 
standards and taxes. 
To some extent this is quite 
obvious. But it is also a gray 
area, maybe purposely so be­ 
cause of the pain involved with 
recognition. It isn’t pleasant to 
look back, but it is instructive. 
Face it, since 1955 more than 
30 cents has been clipped from 
the dollar. 
Inflation is not, however, a 
modern invention, even though 
it is now being perfected. Be­ 
tween 1909 and 1919 the value of 
the dollar actually was cut in 
half, which left it only twice as 
big as today’s bill. 
Many shoppers are acutely 
aware 
of 
price 
changes, 
to 
which any supermarket will at­ 
test. They know when prices 
are rising but, curiously, they 
attempt to buy the same goods 
on the same budget. When the 
budget snaps under the strain, 
the shock is terrible. 
It is simply impossible to live 
in today’s style on yesterday’s 
income, because the gap be­ 
tween them widens from each 
direction.

In the years between 1956 and 
1970, says the Tax Foundation, 
the total of federal, state and 
local tax collections increased 
181 pe r cent.

Emergency Crops Listed To 
Replace Damaged Soybeans, Corn 
By A1 Zukunft 
For those farmers who are 
thinking about planting emerg­ 
ency crops in replacing damag­ 
ed soybeans or corn, there are 
about three alternatives. For 
soybeans or grain sorghum it is 
getting late, but they are possi­ 
bilities if you secure adaptable 
varieties that have a short 
maturity time. The third possi­ 
bility is buckwheat and details 
on this crop are as follows: 
Buckwheat is not generally as 
well adapted to Indiana condi­ 
tions as to the states farther 
north and northeast where the 
climate is cooler. I have seen 
it do well in some places in the 
state. Hot weather during the 
blossoming period blasts the 
blossoms and prevents the form­ 
ation of seed. For this reason, 
late seeding, so the blossoming 
period comes after hot weather 
is past, is advisable. The likeli­ 
hood of hot weather even in 
September makes the crop 
rather uncertain. It may be 
seeded as late as August 1 and 
used as an emergency crop 
after it is too late for any other 
crop. (AY-56a which may be 
obtained at the County Exten­ 
sion Office gives the latest date 
of planting corn and soybeans.) 
Buckwheat will grow on prac­ 
tically any type of soill To pre­ 
vent lodging, it is best not to 
sow’ it on muck or land too high­ 
ly fertilized with manure or 
nitrogenous fertilizers. Sandy 
loams and a light colored silt 
loams are best. Jim son, which 
often volunteers in highly fertile 
soils, is very objectionable in 
buckwheat intended for either 
Hour or feed. Buckwheat com­ 
petes 
with 
most 
annual 
weeds. However, farmers report 
serious competition from horse- 
weeds on river bottom soils. 
A seed bed as prepared for 
wheat is desirable. If ground is 
plowed, it should be done far 
enough in advance of seeding to 
allow' settling and compacting 
by rains and discing. The crop 
is usually not fertilized, though 
it oftens responds to phosphate 
fertilization. The crop will grow 
on acid soils, gives little re­ 
sponse to liming, and is a vigor­ 
ous feeder on poor soils. 
Buckwheat may be sown any 
time from late May until Au­ 
gust. However, experiments at 
Purdue indicate that sgedings 
around the latter part of July 
usually give the best results in 
this area. One bushel of seed 
per acre is the usual rate, 
though growers sow' from, two to 
five pecks. Seeding is usually 
done with the ordinary grain 
drill. The plant branches con­ 
siderably with thinner seedings, 
so that the two peck rate often 
yields as well as heavier rates. 
Buckwheat begins to blossom 
when a few inches high and con­ 
tinues to blossom until stopped 
by frost. By the dose of the 
growing season, plants will have 
blossoms, green seed and ripe 
seed all at the same time. The 
seed shatters easily. A wind- 


rower or mower with side deliv­ 
ery attachment is a good meth­ 
od, especially where the com­ 
bine w'ith pick up attachment is 
to be used for threshing the 
grain. Much of the green seed 
will mature while curing in the 
windrow. 
The combine harvester should 
be adjusted about the same as 
for soybeans. The materia! is 
usually threshed directly from 
the field after rather thorough 
curing in the windrow, although 
it may be put in the mow or 
stacked and covered with tar­ 
paulin. Direct combining after 
frost is sometimes practiced, 
but usually at great loss due to 
shattering when harvesting is 
delayed until the grain can be 
stored safely. 
The Common, Silver Hull, and 
Japanese are good varieties. All 
three have been tried under In­ 
diana conditions, and each 
yields and mills about like the 
other. Yields usually range 
from 8 to 20 bushels per acre. 
Weight per bushel is 50 
pounds and a bushel will mill 
from 25 to 28 pounds of flour. 
Use of seed testing less than 47 
pounds per bushel is not recom­ 
mended. 
Most of the buckwheat grain 
produced in the United States 
is used as feed for poultry and 
livestock. Less than 20 percent 
is used for milling purposes. 
Some is exported in years of 
oversupply and low markets. 
Buckwheat grain 
contains 
about the same amount of fiber 
as oats and is not as palatable 
as most grains, especially for 
fattening shoats. It should be 
mixed with corn, oats, or bar­ 
ley; the buckwheat preferably 
not forming over one-third of 
the mixture. When buckwheat 
forms too large a part of the 
ration, it tends to produce too 
soft pork. It should be ground 
for all classes of stock except 
poultry. Fed in suitable mix­ 
ture, it is a satisfactory sub­ 
stitute for grain in feeding dairy 
cow's and other stock, probably 
being worth 10 to 15 percent less 
than oats. 
Grain driers permit combin­ 
ing at a much higher moisture 
content, thus minimizing the 
loss due to shattering. 
Details on grain sorghum will 
be published tomorrow.

Flood Takes 
Suit To The 
Supreme Court

WASHINGTON (AP) — Curt 
Flood, the controversial out­ 
fielder who sued basebaE for 
$3.1 million, has asked the Su­ 
preme Court to invalidate the 
sport’s reserve clause. 
In a brief filed by his attor­ 
neys, Flood said organized 
basebaE has violated the anti­ 
trust laws with its reserve sys­ 
tem, which binds a player to 
ope club for life unless he is 
traded or sold. 
“It needs no argument to 
demonstrate 
that 
organized 
baseball is now interstate com­ 
merce,’ said Flood’s lawyers in 
argument against baseball’s ex­ 
emption from antitrust laws. 
They said the Supreme Court 
had ruled against other profes­ 
sional sports in that area. 
“No reason exists why base­ 
ball should be treated differ­ 
ently,” they said. 
Flood was represented by Ar­ 
thur J. Goldberg, former Su­ 
preme Court Justice and Am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
and Jay H. Topkis of New York 
City. 
The 33-year-old Flood, now 
believed to be living in Spain, 
played baseball for 12 years 
with the St. Louis Cardinals 
and was considered one of the 
best outfielders in the business. 
His suit against baseball 
came in 1970 when he refused 
to report to the Philadelphia 
Phillies after he was traded by 
the Cardinals. He sat out one 
year, living in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, but was lured out of 
retirement by Washington Sen­ 
ators owner Bob Short with a 
contract calling for $115,000. 
But on April 27, Flood unex­ 
pectedly left the Senators. 
Flood’s suit against baseball 
was 
dismissed 
by 
District 
Judge Irving Ben Cooper. That 
decision was affirmed by a 
three-judge U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 
He alleged in those courts, as 
before the Supreme Court, that 
nationwide baseball agreements 
among clubs restrict players to 
contract negotiations with the 
first club that employes or “re­ 
serves” them or with assignee 
clubs—in other words, clubs to 
which they may be traded.

Registration Officials Given 
OK To Sign Up IS-Year-Olds 
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INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Indi­ 
ana Atty. Gen. Theodore L. 
Sendak said Tuesday it is his 
opinion that a federal amend­ 
ment giving the vote to 18-year- 
olds took effect when it was 
ratified June 30. 
Ohio ratified the new law 
June 30. becoming the 38th 
state to okay the amendment. 
The U.S. Constitution requires 
ratification by two-thirds, or 38, 
of the states. 
Sendak said, ‘‘Consequently, 
voting registration officials in 
all counties of the State of Indi­ 
ana are authorized to register 
voters of the age of 18 years 
and upwards who meet all oth­ 
er constitutional qualifications 
for the franchise.” 
He added. ‘‘And when so reg­ 
istered. they are entitled to vote 
in the city and town elections 
to be conducted throughout the 
state of Indiana on Nov. 2, 1971, 
and in all elections thereafter.” 
Gov. Edgar D. Whitcomb, one 
of the three election board 
members, said the state hoard 
may still take some formal ac­ 
tion in regard to the younger 
voters taking part in the state's 
municipal elections. 


The governor said he wmild 
be guided by the attorney gen­ 
eral’s opinion. 
The two other election board 
members indicated they believe 
the 18-21 age group will be en­ 
franchised for this year’s bal­ 
loting. 
The voting age was lowered 
to 18 in federal elections when 
the U.S. Supreme Court upheld 
a federal law reducing the age 
from 21. But the court said Con­ 
gress could not by statute low­ 
er the age for state and local 
elections. 
A constitutional amendment 
was then pushed through by 
congressional advocates of a re­ 
duced voting age. It was rati­ 
fied by the states in an unprec­ 
edented short time. 
County clerks in most Indiana 
counties began registering 18- 
year-olds around Jan. 1 for vot­ 
ing in congressional and presi­ 
dential elections. 
There are about 300,000 resi­ 
dents of Indiana between 18 
and 21 years of age.

There is no way that the Chris­ 
tian life can be lived success­ 
fully without regular daily sys­ 
tematic reading of God’s Holy 
Word. The Psalmist said, “Thy 
Word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path.” When 
we plan a trip, we consult our 
road maps. We want to know 
the best way to get where we 
are going. As we travel, our 
maps are constantly consulted. 
We want to know how the trip 
is progressing. The Christian al­ 
so needs a road map to inform 
him of the progress of his jour­ 
ney through this life. As he 
starts each day. he needs the 
guidance found in God’s Word 
to help him along his journey. 
God speaks to us in His word, 
the Bible. He will direct our 
lives, our paths, our trips. We 
need to read the Bible daily. 
2. Go to church every Sunday. 
There are those today who be­ 
lieve that they can get along 
without the church. They feel 
that the church has failed hu­ 
manity. They are certain that 
it is a house of hypocrites. They 
are sure that they can survive 
without it. However, the church 
is the place where Christians 
meet to worship their God. We 
are told that we are ‘‘not to 
forsake the assembling of our­ 
selves together as the manner 
of some is.” There is some­ 
thing about worshipping with 
like minded Christians that 
makes Sunday services worth­ 
while. We do not go to church 
because we like the preacher. 
We are not commanded to come 
together simply to pray, to sing, 
to read the Bible together. We 
come together to give ourselves 
in worship. Although we can 
pray alone, sing by ourselves, 
read God’s Word in isolation, 
we must worship together. It

Here is one 
of the great stumbling blocks 
to Christian growth. 
Many 
people simply cannot pray. I 
was sitting in a Sunday School 
class a few years ago. A man 
was asked to lead the class in 
prayer. 1 noticed that he trem­ 
bled, turned white, nudged his 
wife, and she led the group in 
prayer. There are those who 
have a mental block about pray­ 
er. However, most people like to 
think that they are not good 
enough to talk to God, or that 
they need words which they do 
not have in order to be able to 
pray effectively. Prayer is real­ 
ly very simple “God. 1 need 
help.” That’s a prayer. ‘ Father 
forgive me." that’s a prayer.

Four basic rules — They will 
help us to live the Christian life.

Ice Cream Carts 
Get Status Of 
School Buses 
INDIANAPOLIS (APl — The 
Indianapolis city-county coun­ 
cil Wednesday night passed an 
ordinance designed to make it 
safer for Marion County chil­ 
dren to buy ice cream from 
venders traveling the streets. 
The venders would be given 
almost the same status as 
school buses under the new or­ 
dinance. Motorists approaching 
a truck selling its wares would 
have to stop, then proceed with 
caution. 
The trucks will have to be 
equipped with a fold-out sign, 
stating “Stop — Proceed With 
Caution.” They will also have 
to have red lights, front and 
rear which would flash when 
the truck driver is stopped to 
sell ice cream. 
The ordinance also forbids the 
venders to sell on designated 
thoroughfares and within 1,000 
feet of schools. It also forbids 
sales between 10 p.m. and 6 
a.m. 
The ordinance, which was 
passed after two children were 
killed and 13 injured in traffic 
accidents around ice cream 
trucks this summer, will sub­ 
ject violators to a fine up to 
$500 and a jail sentence up to 
180 days. 
It will become effective after 
it is signed by Mayor Richard 
G. Lugar and legally adver- , 
tised, which will take about 
two weeks.

Construction on the Green­ 
field Bayou Levee drew .$50',000, 
while another $100,000 was ear 
marked for land aquisition for 
the Big Pine Lake and Clifty 
Creek Lake project* in Indiana. 
Both projects will ultimately 
cost more than $15 million each. 
Big Pine, in Warren County, 
will cover an area ranging from 
687 to—in flood times—4,710 
acre* and will vary from 4.7 to 
14.2 miles in length. 
Clifty Creek, in Bartholomew 
and Decatur counties, will cow 
er from 548 to 2,390 acres and 
will vary from 5 to 8 miles in 
length.
